Was there ever an Irishman 
who did not feel that, in advancing his 
work—albeit in England's name—he was 
advancing the sway of Ireland throughout 
the world? Republican Ireland to-day is 
wont to revere the memory of the Wild 
Geese who fell in the service of France, 
Spain, Austria and a host of other nations ; 
yet they fought no more sincerely in the 
cause of those lands than the hundreds of 
thousands of Irishmen who have worked, 
fought and died in the cause of the 
British Empire. 

The people of England are slow to 
recoghise these facts, even though their 
prestige throughout the world still is 
supported by Irishmen. An Irish regi- 
ment has borne the brunt of the danger

He also has been 
Chairman of the State Planning Commis 
sion. Valery Ivanovitch Mezhlauk, who | 
is forty four years of age, was one of the 
original Bolsheviks.. He was responsible 
for the organisation of the Red Army in 
Kharkov and the Don Basin before the 
outbreak of the revolution of October. 
1917, and has been regarded as one of 
Stalin's most trustworthy supporters. Now 
his name has been taken off the list of 
candidates, and has been replaced by that 
of Ernest Krenkelm, who has made a 
reputation for himself as wireless operator 
on the drifting Polar floes in the Arctic 
since last May.

Restrained Optimism 


In the Lobby ot the House of Commons 
to-day there was much discussion on Mr. 
Eden’s secret talk on the international 
situation given to a number of Conserva- 
tive members last night. I was given to 
understand that Mr. Eden was almost 
optimistic regarding the future; and, 
among other. things, he expressed the view 
that the recent visit to Berlin of Lord 
Halifax, with the ensuing Anglo French 
conversations in V.ondon, were responsible 
for much good, and that there was also a 
possibility that negotiations with Italy 
might soon be broucht about. Mr. Fden 
also looked upon the international posi- 
tion as better than it had been for months, 
and thought that war, which had been 
thought perilously. near a year ago, was 
not now regarded as imminent.

CHINESE IGNORE 
ULTIMATUM 


————— 


oe street fighting was reported 

to be guing on inside Nanking 
city last night, after the Japanese had 
captured gates of the 30-mile 
outer Wall protecting the Chinese 
capital, says a Tokyo telegram. 
apanese troops are stated to have 
effected a footing inside the city at 
the point where they crashed through 
the Hungwu Gate in the south. 
This gate, which leads to the old palace 
of the Ming Emperors, was blown up 
after heroic efforts, under heavy Chinese 
fire, by sappers who had laid a mine there 
earlier in the day, and Japanese infantry 
then charged through. 

The six gates, which the Japanese claim 
te have seized, are situated in the part 
of the Wall which surrounds the most 
populous section of the city. 

One of them, Chupan-yen, gives access 
to the city’s main thoroughfare. 


THE OFFENSIVE 


The Japanese forces. on the qui vive 
since eatly this morning with miniature 
national flags decorating the tops of rifles, 
machine-guns, cannons and tanks, begar 
the big onslaught on the capital at 12.30 
p-m. (Shanghai time) 

This was half-an hour after the expira- 
tion of General Matsui’s ultimatum. The 
Chinese commander, General Tang mew | 
chi, ignored this ultimatum, it is stated, 
and ordered artillery and machine-gun fire 
at noon instead. 

Earlier the Japanese had occupied the 
forts and all other strategically important 
points in the suburbs, including the 
Purple Mountain and the celebrated resort 
of Liushoushan. Men were left to protect 
the mausoleum of Dr. Sun Yat-sen (founder 
of modern China), the ancient Ming tombs, 
and other historic sites. 

A communiqué issued at Imperial Head. 

uarters at 1 p.m. to-day acknowledged 
that the siege of Nanking had started half- 
an-hour before under the command of 
Larcnee General Prince Yasuhiko Fo 
Asaka. 


WAY OF RETREAT 


A way of retreat is still open to the 

defenders across the Yangtse, says a 
Shanghai telegram, but unless they slip 
out during the night hours Nanking is 
expected to be a death-trap for them when 
Japanese 'planes resume activity.

These are fundamental economic con- 
siderations upon which there is no agree- 
ment at present. There are also questions, 
such.as the land annuities dispute. which 
in its essence arises out of the Govern- 
ment’s political viewpoint and out of their 
own party’ need to masquerade before the 
country as anti-English. By what magic 
process would a coalition stop all this 
play-acting ? 


WOULD NOT AGREE 


Voters are entitled to know what the 
policy of any given Government, coalition 
or other, is to be. There have been occa- 
sions, he continued, when present Ministers 
and members of the Opposition Front 
Bench sat down amáin to discuss 
matters ; but, as was recently demonstrated 
in the Dail, even when the members of 
the present Government approached 
matters with what they called an open 
mind they always cling to their own 
theories, and refuse to be shaken by any 


of the Dail or civil servants or experts of 
any kind. That was the case in the 
Economic Committee which met some years 
ago, and it was the case quite recently in 
a committee to deal with the Senate.
